John Fischer, the rag picker and 
junk dealer, living at 507 W est 
Main street, shot his wife in the 
calf of the right leg at their home, 
about 2 o ’clock this morning, and 
soon afterward was locked behind 
the bars at the calaboose by N ight 
Chief 
Bart Jackson and 
Officer 
Bailev. 
Dr. W . O. 
Dunlap was sum­ 
moned and dressed Mrs. Fischer’s 
wound, which is not at ail serious, 
as the bullet did not shatter the 
bone, and was cut out of the flesh, 
after 
having 
struck and circled 
around the bone. 
The trouble grew out of a large 
sum 
of 
money 
which old 
man 
Fischer gave into the keeping of 
his wife when they packed up their 
effects and removed to Little Rock, 
A r k . , where Mrs. Fischer has a 
couple of brothers, some fourteen 
months ago. 
This sum, Fischer says, was $5, - 
147. 
On arrival at Little Rock, 
however, he was “ given the run, ” 
being kicked out bodily, with only 
a 
few dollars in his possession, 
while his wife, with her hu'^band’s 
money in her wallet, took up her 
abode with one of her brothers. 
Almost crazed over his treatment, 
Fischer, who for twenty years had 
labored and saved, returned to Se- 
dalia and retained Sangree & Lamm 
to institute suit at Little R o ck to 
recover 
the 
money. 
Mr. Lamm 
paid a visit there, but was unable 
to recover a dollar of the money, 
and so the matter dropped for the 
time being. 
For some time 
past old 
man 
Fischer 
has been endeavoring to 
persuade his wife to return to him 
here, and finally his efforts were 
crowned with success. 
It is said 
that he was not particularly grieved 
over the loss of the sweetheart of 
his youth, but he labored under the 
belief that if she got from 
under 
the influence of her relatives 
at 
Little R ock he stood a good chance 
of recovering the $5, 147. 
Last Friday old woman Fischer 
returned to Sedalia. 
There was no 
brass band 
to 
welcome her, 
but 
John, her husband, was at the de­ 
pot and she was escorted 
to 
the 
W est Main street home where she 
had resided so many years. 
O f all that transpired at the 
Fischer domicile from Friday until 
the trouble of this morning the 


D e m o c r a t is not aware. 
It does know, however, that in­ 
stead of 
bringing with 
her the 
$5, 147 that old man 
Fischer so 
much desired she brought only a 
draft for $200, which she gave into 
her husband’s keeping 
This was not satisfactory to the 
old man, and quarrels have been 
frequent. 
Yesterday the old man 
drank more than was 
good 
for 
him, and the dissipation was con­ 
tinued far into the night. 
Then, according to his story to 
the D e m o c r a t , he set to work to 
compel his wife to tell him what 
had become of the balance of his 
money, nearly $5, 000. 
He used a 32-calibre revolver as 
a persuader, and in the excitement 
that followed the weapon was dis­ 


charged, accidentally, John says, 
and his 
wife 
was wounded, 
as 
stated. 
Night Chief Jacksl^ii and Officer 
Bailey say the shooting was not 
accidental, however. 
They allege 
that Fischer chased his wife 
all 
over the house and^finally shot her. 
Then when she fled from the house, 
going to a neighbor’s, named C o ­ 
hen, the first door west, the rum- 
crazed man fired a second shot at 
her, but the bullet went wide of 
its mark. 
W hen the officers got to the house 
Fischer opened the door 
without 
delay. 
Asked w hy he had tried 
to kill his wfife, the 
officers 
say 
Fischer replied that she would not 
tell him where his money was, and 
his intention was to kill her and 
then kill himself. 
The old man was’ not in the least 
excited, but the officers belive 
if 
they had not reached the house just 
as they did he 
would have com­ 
mitted suicide. 
Besides 
the 
re­ 
volver 
with 
which 
he 
did 
the 
shooting 
he had a 
four-barreled 
derringer beneath the pillow of his 
bed, every chamber of which was 
loaded. 
Fischer was arraigned before P o­ 
lice Judge Burress, sitting as a jus­ 
tice of the peace, this forenoon, 
and waived his preliminary hear­ 
ing. 
His bond was fixed at $500 
for 
his 
appearance 
at 
criminal 
court, and he was released on Peter 
Pehl becoming his surety. 
Considerable 
sympathy 
is 
ex­ 
pressed for the old man in his trou­ 
ble. 
The belief prevails that his 
$5, 000 is irretrievably lost, and the 
thought has so weighed upon him 
that he is hardly responsible for 
his actions.

Porto Rico, writes to the D e m o ­ 


c r a t under date of June 25th, and 
says he is well pleased with soldier 
life, but he still has a strong love 
for old Sedalia. 
“ I 
have 
visited 
Havana 
and 
have been pretty mucli all over the 
island of 
Porto 
R ico , ” 
Virgil 
writes, “ and my observation leads 
me to believe that the reason the 
natives are given 
to 
lying 
and 
stealing, and are so onery gener­ 
ally, is because they cannot secure 
any kind of employment, and hence 
are obliged to steal 
“ I was one of a detatchment of 
troops that accompanied a United 
States paymaster on a recent trip 
to pay some natives who were en­ 
gaged in doing 
road work 
for 
Uncle Sam. 
“ A s soon as these poor 
devils 
got their money they went to tlie 
boss, a native, and gave him every 
penny they had received 
“ W e asked some of the work­ 
men what they did it for, and the 
answer was that they had to, or 
otherwise they could not hold their 
jobs. 
“ Further inquiry elicited from 
one of the workmen that all of the 
gang gave their entire earnings to 
a Spaniard, who in return 
gave 
them barely sufficient bread 
and 
coffee to live upon, but not a single 
luxury do they ever know. 
“ This is tlie way it is with the 
poor people all over the island of 
Porto Rico. 
They work all day 
for a little bread and coffee, and do 
not have enough clothes 
to 
hide 
their nakedness. 
“ You people in Sedalia, or any 
place in the United States, for that 
matter, don’t know anything about 
hard times. 
Not a day passes that 
fifty or more natives do not come 
up to our quarters and beg the slop 
that has accumulated after the dif­ 
ferent meals. 
It is given to them, 
and they devour it like they had 
not eaten anything for a month. 
“ If there is any bright side to 
the life of the natives on this island 
I have not been able to discover it, 
nor do I know of any soldier who 
has given the matter more careful 
investigation than I have. 
“ A rm y life isn’ t exactly a life 
of ease, 
but it double discounts 
loafing around Sedalia, and I have 
never had any regrets about enlist­ 
ing. 
If a man does his duty he 
will get along all r ig h t; but if he 
tries to shirk he will find that he 
got in the wrong pew when he 
came to Porto Rico as one of Uncle 
Sam ’s soldiers. 
“ Give my regards to John Kuhn 
and tell him I often think of him 
and the good old times I ’ ve had in 
Sedalia. 
I ’ve often wished, too, 
for one of Van N oy Bros. ’ liver 
pads, as Conductor Goddard used 
to call the sandwiches, or one of 
the pies that ‘Shine’ used to be so 
stuck on when I was in Sedalia. 
“ Please remember me to W ill 
Dudley, Harry Blair, Fenn Learn­ 
ing and all others who used to hold 
forth at the depot, not forgetting 
Cook Duncan, who used to drive 
the boys off of the depot fence just 
about the time they would get com­ 
fortably seated. 
“ W hile I am very well satisfied 
with my lot, if I had it to do over 
again I believe I ’d enlist to go to 
the Philippines, 
where 
there is 
some fighting to do. 
This thing of 
doing garrison duty becomes quite 
monotonous, and I sometimes think 
I ’d like to b eat Manila, but prob­ 
ably after the first battle I would 
wish I was back at Ponce. 
“ If you will send me a copy of 
the ‘old reliable’ D e m o c r a t , I will 
appreciate it.

Montgomery Snyder, a “ grass 


w idower, ” aged about 35 years, 


was brought iiere 
from Morgan 


county yesterday and committed to 


jail, pending his trial at Versailles 


in September next, when he will 


answer to the charge of having 


poisoned stock belonging to C. B. 


Leatherman, in April, last. 


Snyder had his preliminary hear­ 


ing at Versailles last Saturday and 


was held in the sum of $1, 0jo to 


await the action of the grand jury. 


He was unable to give bond and 


hence was brought here for safe 


keeping. 
Snyder has quite a history. 
He 


was married several years ago to a 
woman who 
owned considerable 
property. 
He did his best to per­ 
suade her to place it in his name, 
but failed, and then he gave her a 
terrible beating. 
He w^as arrested on the charge 
of assault with intent to kill and 
was held for the grand jury. Depu­ 
ty Sheriff Cavanaugh started with 
Snyder and 
another prisoner for 
Sedalia to commit them to jail. 
A t Tipton, the olFicer was per­ 
suaded to 
remove 
the handcuffs 
temporarily, in order that the two 
prisoners might partake of a lunch 
without iiindrance, when Snyder 
made a break for liberty and suc­ 
ceeded in making his escape. 
He remained away a couple of 
years, 
and in the meantime his 
wife obtained a 
divorce on the 
ground of abandonment. 
After a time, however, the fugi­ 
tive 
returned to Versailles, 
and 
again began courting the vcoman 
who had once borne his name, but 
whom he had deserted. 
His 
courtship 
was 
successful, 
and in 
a 
few 
brief weeks 
the 
couple 
were again married, 
the 
wife 
havdng 
been deluded with 
the belief that Snyder really loved 
her. 
The man’s true nature came to 
the surface in short order, though, 
and when she again refused to turn 
her property over to him there was 
further trouble, which eventually 
resulted in a second separation. 
Then, 
it 
is 
charged, 
Snyder, 
through pure cussedness, poisoned 
several head of slock belonging to 
his wife, and also poisoned 
stock 
owned by C. B. 
Leatherman, a 
relative of Mrs. Snyder. 
It is al­ 
iened that he not only placed poison 
in the cane fed to 
Leatharman’s 
cattle, l^ut he also placed poison in 
the pond where the cattle drank, 
in consequence of which 
several 
head of stock were killed.

w ere there praised and sustained. 
As the learned Texas judg es based 
their decision upon the broadest prin­ 
ciples of law and not upon Texas stat­
